Senior  U.S.  officers  have  said  re¬ 
peatedly  that  they  knew  the  location 
of  Iranian  minefields  and  have 
steered  the  convoys  away  from  those 
areas. 

Iran  has  said  it  mined  its  own  wa¬ 
ters  for  defensive  purposes  but  offi¬ 
cials  in  Tehran,  and  Iranian  President 
Ali  Khamenei  at  the  United  Nations, 
denied  that  the  Iran  Ajr  was  sowing 
explosives  in  gulf  shipping  channels. 

Five  Iranians  were  reported  killed 
and  26  others,  four  of  them  wounded, 
were  pulled  from  the  water.  Ten 
mines  were  found  on  the  ship’s  deck, 
ready  for  dropping  in  the  water. 

President  Reagan,  again  rejecting 
congressional  calls  for  curbs  on  U.S. 
military  action  in  the  gulf,  defended 
the  attack  and  said  his  administration 
considers  “this  incident  as  closed.” 

U.S.  Defense  Secretary  Caspar 
Weinberger,  who  was  to  arrive  in 
Saudi  Arabia  Friday  for  a  five-day 
visit  to  the  region,  said  some  of  the 
Iranians  detained  had  given  informa¬ 
tion  to  help  in  the  mine  search. 

Pentagon  sources  said  the  Iranian 
ship  also  yielded  intelligence  data,  in¬ 
cluding  a  chart  showing  mine-free 
routes  through  the  gulf. 

U.S.  officials  were  expected  to 
repatriate  the  26  Iranians  on  Satur¬ 
day. 

There  was  no  word  on  the  where¬ 
abouts  of  the  survivors  nor  the  na¬ 
tionalities  of  any  of  those  aboard.  The 
ship,  used  for  surveying  channels  and 
water  depth  readings,  is  owned  by 
Raneses  Shipping  Co.  of  Panama. 

The  incident  brought  to  at  least  10 
the  number  of  people  killed  in  mining 
incidents  in  and  near  gulf  waters  in 
the  last  two  months. 

It  occurred  less  than  20  miles  from 
tiny  Farsi  Island,  used  by  Iranian 
forces  for  armed  speedboat  forays 


against  ships,  and  a  few  miles  from 
where  a  British-flag  tanker,  the 
102,799-ton  Gentle  Breeze,  was  badly 
damaged  in  an  attack  by  the  Iranian 
gunboat  commandos  just  a  few  hours 
earlier. 

The  damaged  tanker  arrived  under 
tow  at  Bahrain  on  Thursday  for  re¬ 
pairs.  One  member  of  its  crew  was 
killed  in  the  attack,  which  drew  cries 
of  outrage  from  the  British  govern¬ 
ment. 

There  was  confusion  over  the  status 
of  U.S. -escorted  convoys.  The  46,723- 
ton  Kuwaiti  tanker  Gas  Prince  moved 
out  from  the  Kuwaiti  loading  terminal 
two  days  ago,  apparently  to  begin  its 
southward  journey,  but  has  not  been 
sighted  since. 

Witnesses  in  Dubai  said  on  Thurs¬ 
day  that  a  Panamanian  freighter  and 
two  Greek  cargo  ships  were  steaming 
through  the  gulf  with  a  British  de¬ 
stroyer,  the  Edinburgh,  and  an 
unidentified  American  warship  trav¬ 
eling  along. 

A  U.S.  military  source,  refusing  to 
be  identified,  said,  “There  are  no  U.S. 
convoys  at  this  time,”  and  a  source  at 
the  government-owned  Kuwait  Oil 
Tanker  Co.  also  denied  that  any  con¬ 
voys  of  its  reflagged  tankers  were 
moving  in  either  direction. 

The  U.S.  warships  are  assigned 
only  to  escort  U.S. -flagged  ships, 
specifically  the  Kuwaiti  tankers  that 
have  been  re-registered  in  the  United 
States. 

The  official  Iraqi  News  Agency, 
monitored  in  Cyprus,  said  Iraqi 
warplanes  raided  two  power  stations 
deep  inside  Iran,  without  giving  their 
geographical  regions. 

INA  reported  that  Iran  shelled  the 
southern  port  city  of  Basra,  killing  12 
civilians  and  injuring  others,  but 
Iran’s  Islamic  Republic  News  Agency 
denied  the  city  had  been  shelled.

Grant,  then  the  student  would  request  the  money  from 
the  Department  of  Education. 

Since  the  Department  of  Education  had  to  go  through 
each  Pell  Grant  request,  the  time  needed  to  process  the 
checks  would  be  months. 

The  new  system  is  the  Alternate  Disbursement  Sys¬ 
tem.  The  federal  government  has  given  the  BYU  Finan¬ 
cial  Aid  Office  an  allotment  of  money  to  be  used  in  paying 
Pell  Grants.  When  the  Financial  Aid  Office  approves  an 
application  for  a  grant,  a  check  is  made  out  immediately, 
he  said. 

The  first  step  in  applying  for  a  Pell  Grant  is  to  complete 
an  ACT  Family  Financial  Status  form  (FFS).  This  ana¬ 
lyzes  the  student’s  needs  and  how  capable  a  family  is  of 
supporting  that  student. 

The  decision  to  give  a  Pell  Grant  is  based  on  the  results 
of  this  analysis,  the  cost  of  education  at  BYU  and  the 
number  of  credit  hours  carried  by  the  student,  said 
Stevenson. 

A  student  carrying  12  or  more  credit  hours  is  entitled  to 
the  full  amount  of  the  Pell  Grant.  Students  with  9-11.5 
credit  hours  receive  three-fourths,  and  students  with  6- 
8.5  credit  hours  are  eligible  for  half  the  possible  amount. 


Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R-Utah,  is  spon¬ 
soring  a  bill  that  would  pump  more 
than  $300  million  into  child-care  sub¬ 
sidies  for  the  poor. 

While  passage  of  the  bill  is  not  as¬ 
sured,  congressional  concern  in  the 
form  of  support  from  70  senators 
about  the  day-care  problem  now 
crosses  ideological  lines,  according  to 
Hatch’s  Washington  office. 

Some  conservative  Republicans 
say  the  lack  of  child  care  is  keeping 
poor  women  dependent  on  federal 
handouts. 

“It’s  time  for  conservatives  to 
wake  up.  If  they  are  pro-family,  then, 
by  gosh,  they  have  to  do  something 
about  this  enormous  problem,”  said 
Sen.  Hatch  in  a  Washington  Post  in¬ 
terview  in  August. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  moth¬ 
ers  who  work  has  created  tremen¬ 
dous  demand  for  child  care.  In  1950, 
only  13.6  percent  of  the  women  with 
children  under  six  worked.  Now,  54.4 
percent  are  in  the  work  force,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau. 

Kris  Iverson,  spokeswoman  for 
Sen.  Hatch,  said  there  are  four  parts 
to  the  bill. 

•  $250  million  is  to  be  divided  among 
the  states  to  finance  local  child-care 
programs. 

•  A  $100  million  liability  insurance 
pool  for  child-care  providers  will  be 
instituted. 


•  A  $25  million  revolving-loan  fund 
will  be  set  up  for  child-care  providers 
to  finance  improvements  in  their 
place  of  business  or  home,  if  state  or 
local  law  warrants  it. 

•  A  tax  credit  will  be  given  to  busi¬ 
nesses  that  provide  employees  with 
child  care  on  site.  Also,  tax  breaks 
will  be  given  to  families  if  the  mother 
is  home  taking  care  of  the  children 
and  tax  exemption  will  be  provided 
for  child-care  providers. 

“More  than  100,000  children  need 
child  care  in  Utah  —  18,000  slots  in 
child-care  facilities  are  available.  The 
majority  of  these  children  will  be 
cared  for  by  unlicensed  child-care 
providers  or  hot  cared  for  at  all,”  said 
Iverson. 

She  also  said ,  “Conservatives  must 
lead  on  this  issue.  The  people  in  Utah 
should  know  how  to  solve  this  prob¬ 
lem.” 

Hatch  feels  he  is  a  “conservative 
pro-family”  senator,  according  to 
Iverson. 

Edward  Zigler,  a  professor  of  psy¬ 
chology  at  Yale  University,  said, 
“Child  care  is  the  No.  1  problem  of 
America’s  working  families.” 

For  the  first  time  in  our  society 
“we’re  seeing  half  a  generation  raised 
in  the  care  of  someone  not  their  par¬ 
ents,”  Zigler  said.  “But  we  have  no 
national  standards  for  child  care. 
We’re  still  at  ground  zero.” 

Zigler  also  said  he  believes  child 
care  is  becoming  as  important  as  pub¬ 
lic  education. 


“We  simply  cannot  have  a  society 
in  which  some  kids  have  nannies  and 
others  get  marginal  care.  We  are 
gambling  with  our  next  generation.” 

Lynn  England,  BYU  professor  of 
sociology,  said  child  care  in  America 
is  “certainly  a  problem.” 

He  said  the  main  problem  occurs 
“when  children  are  shifted  around 
from  neighbors  to  friends  and  to  baby 
sitters.” 

The  problem  of  child  care  in  Amer¬ 
ica  perpetuates  the  disadvantages  of 
the  poor,  said  England. 

For  now,  most  children  of  working 
mothers  are  not  in  day-care  centers 
or  preschools.  Only  23  percent  are  in 
organized  care,  according  to  the  U.S. 
Census  Bureau. 

In  1981,  social  service  block  grants, 
the  source  of  federal  funding,  were 
chopped  20  percent.  Federally- 
funded  programs  served  472,000  of 
the  3.4  million  poor  children  under  six, 
that  year. 

In  1986,  23  state-funded  programs 
served  fewer  children  than  in  1981, 
according  to  the  Children’s  Defense 
Fund.  As  of  July  1987,  Utah  subsi¬ 
dized  7,058  poor  children. 

According  to  Dick  Wheelock,  Utah 
Social  Service  spokesman,  the  aver¬ 
age  cost  per  child  was  $116.59  in  July 
1987  or  $822,892.22.  August  figures 
were  not  available. 

“Single  mothers  have  trouble  get¬ 
ting  aid  because  of  lack  of  funds,”  said 
Ginger  Lewis,  owner  of  Adventure 
Time  child-care  center.

The  impact  safety  factor  shows  the  brace  must 
have  the  ability  to  significantly  decrease  stress  in 
the  ligament.  It  should  diffuse  the  impact  and  move 
the  stress  away  from  the  joint,  he  said. 

This  study  will  force  manufacturers  to  look  more 
closely  at  their  designs,  France  said.  “Those  com¬ 
panies  who  don’t  comply  with  the  findings  and 
bring  their  braces  up  to  standards  may  soon  be  out 
of  business,”  he  said. 

“The  number  of  injuries  and  their  severity  is 
significantly  less  when  players  are  wearing 
braces,”  said  Curtis.  All  BYU  interior  linemen  and 
linebackers  are  wearing  knee  braces  during  games. 
Running  backs  and  quarterbacks  use  them  mostly 
during  practice,  said  Curtis. 


France  and  the  other  authors  of  the  study  re¬ 
ceived  the  O’Donoghue  Sports  Medicine  Award  for 
the  findings  in  their  2  1/2  year  study,  said  France. 

The  study  is  sound  and  scientific,  yet  there  are 
still  contradictory  articles  that  warrant  the  need 
for  greater  research  to  be  done,  said  Curtis. 

According  to  The  American  Journal  of  Sports 
Medicine,  a  study  was  conducted  involving  the 
injury  rates  of  100  football  players  at  Wake  Forest 
University. 

Almost  twice  as  many  knee  operations  were  per¬ 
formed  during  the  brace  period  as  during  the  non¬ 
brace  period,  cited  the  journal. 

During  the  last  few  years,  quarterbacks  Robbie 
Bosco,  Steve  Lindsley  and  Bob  Jensen,  have  opted 
to  use  the  braces  during  games,  said  Curtis.  The 
left  leg  of  the  quarterback  is  quite  vulnerable  when 
he  plants  it  for  the  pass,  he  said. 

Fifty-five  percent  of  the  braces  worn  on  the 
BYU  football  team  are  Don  Joy  Braces,  the  only 
brace  which  passed  all  of  the  safety  standards  tests 
in  the  study,  said  Curtis. 

The  Don  Joy  Company  also  funded  the  study, 
said  France. 

In  the  journal  article,  G.  F.  Hewson  Jr.  reported 
the  average  cost  to  equip  a  single  player  with  the 
brace  (including  the  cost  of  the  brace,  personnel 
time  in  assisting  the  application  of  the  brace  and 
wrapping  supplies)  to  be  approximately  $400  per 
person. 

BYU  players  also  use  McDavid  and  Omni  Braces 
which  rated  below  minimum  requirements  on  the 
safety  standard,  according  to  the  study. 

“If  these  braces  are  doing  anything, ...  it  proba¬ 
bly  is  in  the  prevention  of  more  minor  injuries,” 
said  Dr.  John  P.  Albright  in  the  article. 

The  journal  concluded  by  mentioning  the  most 
important  thing  is  that  research  has  not  yielded  the 
final  answer  yet.  Before  these  braces  are  recom¬ 
mended  as  a  truly  injury  preventative  device,  re¬ 
searchers  have  to  know  a  lot  more  about  them. 

The  recent  U  of  U  study  could  prove  to  be  the 
permanent  standard  to  gauge  these  knee  devices  in 
the  future,  he  said. 

The  overall  findings  of  the  study  showed  that  all 
braces  did  some  good,  but  the  use  of  such  braces 
should  be  limited  to  the  decision  of  the  individual 
athelete,  said  France.

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Despite  a  recent  poll,  David  Ma- 
gleby,  a  BYU  political  science  profes¬ 
sor,  said  he  will  not  seek  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  nomination  in  Utah’s  third 
congressional  district.

In  the  poll,  56  percent  of  264  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  district  chose 
Nielsen.  Only  16  percent  chose  Ma¬ 
gleby., 

Magleby  cited  family  and  profes¬ 
sional  commitments  as  reasons  for  not 
running.  “The  answer  is  no,”  he  said.

West  German  teen  appeals  for  pardon 


Highway  construction 
widens  road  to  6  lanes 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  West  German  teen-ager  Mathias  Rust,  sentenced  to  four 
years  in  a  labor  camp  for  flying  his  single-engine  plane  into  Red  Square,  has 
appealed  for  a  pardon,  the  official  Tass  news  agency  said  Thursday. 

Rust,  whose  unhindered  May  28  flight  across  hundreds  of  miles  of  Soviet 
airpace  prompted  a  shakeup  in  the  Soviet  military,  is  still  being  held  in  a 
Moscow  jail,  Tass  said. 

“Recently  he  made  an  appeal  for  pardon.  The  U.S.S.R.  Supreme  Court  will 
send  it  to  the  Presidium  of  the  U.S.S.R.  Supreme  Soviet,”  Tass  said. 

The  request  will  be  “considered  in  an  established  procedure,”  it  said,  but  did 
not  say  when  a  decision  would  be  reached. 

Tass  said  Rust  was  in  good  health. 

A  Supreme  Court  panel  convicted  Rust,  19,  on  Sept.  4  of  illegally  crossing 
the  Soviet  border,  violating  international  flight  rules  and  malicious  hooligan¬ 
ism. 

The  maximum  sentence  for  the  offenses  was  10  years  in  prison.  Rust  was 
sentenced  to  four  years  in  a  general  regime  labor  colony,  but  Soviet  authorities 
have  not  yet  said  where  he  will  serve  his  term. 

Western  diplomats  in  Moscow  have  speculated  that  Soviet  authorities 
would  release  Rust  early  to  rid  themselves  of  an  embarrassing  case. 

Rust  claimed  he  made  the  flight  from  Helsinki,  Finland,  to  champion  world 
peace.  The  court  found  that  his  flight  was  an  act  of  self-promotion.

Paper  products  found  to  contain  dioxin 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Tiny  amounts  of  dioxin,  a  potent  cause  of  cancer  in 
lab  animals,  are  found  in  many  paper  products  —  such  as  coffee  filters,  napkins 
and  tampons  —  bleached  by  the  kraft  process,  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  announced  Thursday. 

John  T.  Moore,  assistant  administrator  for  pesticides  and  toxic  substances, 
told  a  news  conference  that  the  extra  risk  of  cancer  to  humans,  according  to 
“armchair  calculations,”  appeared  to  be  around  one  in  a  million,  which  he  called 
“negligible  risk.” 

“I’m  not  going  to  change  my  lifestyle  habits  or  purchasing  patterns  of 
products  made  from  bleached  paper,”  Moore  said. 

The  American  Paper  Institute  said  in  a  statement  by  its  president,  Red 
Cavaney:  “Consumers  can  continue  to  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  the  safety 
and  integrity  of  all  paper  products.”  The  statement  pledged  the  industry  to 
resolving  the  problem  “in  an  open  and  forthright  fashion.” 


A  $2.4  million  contract  was  re¬ 
cently  made  between  Utah  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Transportation  and  Western 
Quality  Concrete  Co.  to  begin  con¬ 
struction  on  one  mile  of  U.S  Highway 
89. 

The  construction  work  will  involve 
the  area  beginning  where  the  high¬ 
way  crosses  Provo  River  to  the  Orem 
City  limits.  Most  BYU  students  are 
familiar  with  this  road  as  500  West  or 
Orem  State  Street. 

The  road  will  be  widened  from  four 
lanes  to  six  lanes.  “It  carries  a  lot  of 
traffic.  (Currently)  it  is  only  four 
lanes  with  six  lanes  on  each  end  of  it,” 
said  Shirley  Iverson,  UDOT 
spokeswoman. 

Currently,  construction  work  is  be¬ 
ing  finished  on  the  bridge  over  the 
Provo  River.  Retaining  walls  have 
been  built  and  the  bridge  has  been 
widened. 

Construction  plans  before  winter 
“include  drainage  work  and  a  certain 
amount  of  curb  and  gutter  work,”  said 
Alan  Ellis,  project  engineer  for  West¬ 
ern  Quality  Concrete  Co. 

The  main  construction  work  will 
begin  next  spring  after  the  snow 
melts,  said  Bruce  Sperry,  project  en¬ 
gineer  for  UDOT.  The  project  is  con¬ 
tracted  to  take  75  working  days. 


“The  construction  will  be  major 
construction  work  with  heavy  equip¬ 
ment,”  said  Ellis.  It  involves  totally 
removing  the  existing  road. 

The  new  road  will  have  11  inches  of 
concrete  pavement.  It  will  be  six 
lanes  wide  and  have  a  turn  lane,  said 
Ellis. 

During  construction,  the  main  traf¬ 
fic  flow  will  be  routed  around  to  Co¬ 
lumbia  Lane  and  University  Park¬ 
way,  but  businesses  along  the 
construction  area  will  be  accessible, 
said  Sperry. 

“UDOT  will  run  the  project,  in¬ 
spect  and  fund  it,”  said  Ellis.  The 
funding  comes  from  state  and  federal 
highway  funds,  said  Sperry. 


Official  advocates  destroying  AIDS  list 


MONTGOMERY,  Ala.  (AP)  —  Alabama’s  top  public  health  official,  saying 
careers  and  reputations  are  at  stake,  wants  a  secret  police  department  list  of 
AIDS  victims  reportedly  obtained  by  a  college  newspaper  destroyed. 

“A  name  on  that  list  could  potentially  be  yours  whether  you  have  AIDS  or 
not,”  said  Dr.  Earl  Fox,  director  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Wednesday  the  Aumnibus,  the  Auburn  University  newspaper,  reported 
receiving  a  copy  of  the  list,  condemned  by  civil  and  gay  rights  activists  as  an 
invasion  of  privacy,  from  someone  who  had  obtained  it  from  a  police  officer. 

The  weekly  paper  did  not  publish  the  list.  Editor  Danny  Claxton  said  he 
would  not  release  it.  “Let’s  say  somebody  was  not  so  scrupulous  and  was 
willing  to  publish  the  names.  It  would  be  a  tremendous  potential  for  harm,” 
Fox  said.  As  of  Wednesday,  doctors  and  health  labs  are  required  to  notify 
the  state  of  people  who  test  positive  for  the  AIDS  virus.  “If  there’s  any  way  we 
can  see  the  list  destroyed  under  the  new  law,  we’re  going  to  do  it,”  he  said. 

In  a  statement  Friday,  he  said,  “The  possibility  of  misinformation  is  so  great 
that  non-infected  individuals  could  suffer  from  the  consequences  of  losing  their 
job,  their  health  insurance  or  face  ostracism  from  the  community.” 


Police  investigate 
cult  leader's  death 


Biden  faces  losses  with  'no  complaints' 


DES  MOINES,  Iowa  (AP)  —  Delaware  Sen.  Joseph  Biden  professed  “no 
bitterness,  no  complaints”  Thursday  as  he  began  shutting  down  his  Demo¬ 
cratic  presidential  campaign. 

“I’m  a  big  boy,”  Biden  said.  “Every  other  time  in  my  life  when  I’ve  faced 
something  where  I’ve  lost,  I  have  learned  a  lesson  from  it.” 

Biden  withdrew  from  the  race  Wednesday  following  disclosures  that  he  had 
plagiarized  parts  of  his  campaign  speeches  and  misrepresented  his  academic 
record. 

“I  feel  badly,  not  for  me.  I  feel  badly  for  those  people  in  there,”  Biden  said 
after  a  20-minute  closed-door  meeting  with  campaign  staffers  and  backers. 
“My  political  future  is  secure.  I’ll  be  back.” 

Accompanied  by  his  wife,  Jill,  and  sister,  Valerie,  Biden  flew  to  Iowa  to  give 
backers  a  pep  talk  on  the  day  after  he  withdrew  from  the  Democratic  presiden¬ 
tial  field.  He  was  scheduled  to  fly  to  New  Hampshire  for  a  similar  meeting  with 
supporters  there. 


Proliferation  of  rules  worries  legislators 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Legislators  are  looking  for  a  way  to  curtail 
bureaucratic  rule-making,  which  may  be  creating  a  hidden  government  within 
the  State  of  Utah. 

Legislative  leaders  say  workers  in  state  departments  and  agencies  write  up 
to  a  dozen  rules  for  every  law  passed  by  the  legislature. 

The  proliferation  of  regulations  has  become  so  great  all  such  rules  may 
become  subject  to  review  during  the  legislature’s  annual  general  session 
before  becoming  permanent,  leaders  say. 

Traditionally,  when  legislators  pass  statutes,  the  new  law  has  a  paragraph 
giving  appropriate  state  agencies  the  authority  to  promulgate  rules  or  regula¬ 
tions  to  implement  the  law. 

In  practice,  however,  things  have-  gotten  out  of  control,  say  Sen.  LeRay 
McAllister,  R-Orem,  and  Rep.  Evan  Olsen,  R-Young  Ward. 

McAllister  and  Olsen  are  co-chairmen  of  the  legislature’s  rules  oversight 
committee,  which  meets  every  couple  of  weeks.  The  committee  and  its  two 
staff  and  six  legislative  members  struggle  to  keep  up  with  reviewing  new  rules 
and  regulations,  they  say.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Cali¬ 
fornia  detectives  investigating  the 
disappearance  of  polygamist  Leo  P. 
Evoniuk  say  he  was  killed  or  has 
pulled  off  an  elaborate  ruse  -faking  his 
death. 

Evoniuk  was  investigated  by  Utah 
authorities  last  year  in  connection 
with  a  letter  threatening  death  to  res¬ 
idents  of  two  polygamist  communities 
on  the  Utah- Arizona  border.  He  dis¬ 
appeared  later  in  California. 

Investigators  say  they  hesitate  to 
declare  Evoniouk  dead  partly  be¬ 
cause  one  of  Evoniuk’s  former  reli¬ 
gious  associates,  Dan  Jordan,  once 
fooled  the  FBI  into  believing  for 
years  that  he  had  been  killed. 

Lloyd  Gray,  chief  of  detectives  for 
the  Santa  Cruz  County  sheriffs  of¬ 
fice,  said  Monday  the  investigation 
into  the  disappearance  of  Evoniuk  has 
been  suspended  because  all  immedi¬ 
ate  leads  have  been  checked  and  ex¬ 
hausted.  But  he  said  he  isn’t  totally 
convinced  that  Evoniuk  is  dead. 

“He  is  either  deceased  or  is  part  of 
an  elaborate  scheme  to  make  it  ap¬ 
pear  that  he  is  dead,”  Gray  said  in  a 
telephone  interview. 

“I  know  his  familiy  is  in  the  process 
of  having  him  declared  dead,  but  that 
is  a  civil  matter.”  Gray  said. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Three 
men  have  been  arrested  and  police 
were  seeking  another  man  Thursday 
in  connection  with  the  alleged  opera¬ 
tion  of  a  major  prostitution  ring,  po¬ 
lice  said. 

Charges  were  filed  against  Charles 
Arthur  Sr. ,  55,  Salt  Lake  City;  Dale 
Allen  Broughton,  44,  Orem;  Steven 
Clark,  age  unknown,  Ogden;  and 
Thomas  George  Panos,  also  known  as 
Robert  Anderson,  64,  Salt  Lake  City. 

Arthur  was  booked  into  the  Salt 
Lake  County  Jail  Sept.  19  on  a  war¬ 
rant  charging  two  counts  of  exploita¬ 
tion  of  prostitution,  a  third-degree 
felony. 

Broughton  is  charged  with  three 
counts  of  sexual  exploitation  of  a  mi¬ 
nor,  a  second-degree  felony.

SAC  is  similar  to  the  Faculty  Advisory  Council,  but 
there  are  distinct  differences,  said  White.  “For  the  first 
time,  we  can  hear  students’  voices.”  She  said  this  can  be 
accomplished  in  weekly  open  forums. 

Jon  Coleman,  co-chairman  of  the  Restructuring  Com¬ 
mittee,  said  SAC  will  not  work  unless  students  attend  the 
forums  regularly.  “If  students  have  a  problem  with  their 
curriculum,  classes  or  teacher,  they  can  take  it  to  SAC.  It 
deals  with  hard-core  issues,”  Coleman  said. 

SAC  will  not  replace  Soapbox  or  other  forums,  but  will 
expand  on  them,  he  said. 

Credibility  is  a  recent  concern  of  the  Restructuring 
Committee,  said  Coleman.  “How  do  you  get  it?  SAC  can 
only  gain  credibility  by  trying  it  out  and  getting  support 
from  the  university.”  He  said  students’  behavior  plays  an 
important  role  in  gaining  credibility. 

BYU  has  spent  the  last  four  years  researching  other 
universities’  programs;  considering  both  the  advantages 
and  disadvantages  of  each,  said  White.  “They  are  consis¬ 
tent  with  our  framework,”  she  said. 

The  size  of  the  council  has  not  been  determined  yet. 
“Studies  show  that  it  is  best  to  have  small  committees 
because  it’s  more  controlled,”  said  White.  ,, 

According  to  White,  larger  groups  tend  to  be  less  in¬ 
volved.  SAC  members  have  to  be  committed  because  they 
are  representatives  of  the  student  body,  she  said. 

A  current  question  existing  in  SAC  is  whether  to  elect 
or  to  appoint  the  representatives,  said  White.  “We  need 
credibility,  but  elections  don’t  usually  raise  it.” 

The  Restructuring  Committee  may  use  a  method  of 
selection  by  choosing  one  representative  from  each  col¬ 
lege  department  or  BYU  stake  and  region,  she  said. 

A  few  students  at  the  meeting  said  they  disagreed  with 
the  appointment  procedure  because  the  “high  caliber” 
students  are  chosen,  while  other  students  are  left  out.

Maurice  Ravel  will  be  the  focus  of  a 
BYU  faculty  recital  Tuesday  which  is 
part  of  a  series  of  recitals  displaying 
his  music. 

The  performance,  featuring  BYU 
music  faculty  Jeffrey  Shumway  (pi¬ 
ano),  Percy  Kalt  (violin)  and  Julie 
Zumsteg  (cello),  is  the  third  of  six 
recitals  planned  for  1987. 

“This  year  I’m  doing  all  of  the  solo 
piano  works  that  Ravel  did,  some  of 
the  two-piano  works,  some  of  the 
songs  and  nearly  all  of  his  chamber 
music,”  said  Shumway,  the  impetus 
behind  the  series. 

“The  reaon  why  I’m  doing  this,  first 
of  all,  is  he’s  fascinating,”  said 
Shumway,  regarding  Ravel.  “There’s 
nobody  that  wrote  music  quite  like 
Ravel — before  or  since.  He’s  entirely 
unique.” 

Another  reason  for  the  recitals,  and 
especially  for  doing  them  this  year,  is 
Ravel  died  50  years  ago  in  1937. 

Tuesday’s  recital  will  be  devoted  to 
the  three  major  works  Ravel  wrote: 
Sonata  for  Violin  and  Piano,  Tzigane 
and  Trio  for  Violin,  Cello  and  Piano.

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Percussion  ensemble  performs  on  campus

A  unique  group  of  percussion  musicians  will  perform  a 
variety  of  contemporary,  ethnic  and  jazz-influenced  music 
tonight  as  part  of  the  BYU  Performing  Arts  Series.  The 
group,  Repercussion  Unit,  is  scheduled  to  appear  at  7:30 
p.m.  in  the  Madsen  Recital  Hall,  HFAC. 

Members  of  Repercussion  Unit  are  all  former  students 
of  California  Arts,  a  unique  school  founded  by  Walt  Dis¬ 
ney.  According  to  Ron  Brough,  coordinator  of  percussion 
studies  at  BYU,  “You  never  know  what  to  expect.  They 
are  unique;  it’s  kind  of  a  planned  spontaneity,  but  it’s  not 
off  the  wall. 

“What  we  will  see  here  on  Friday  will  probably  never  be 
played  exactly  that  way  again,”  he  said. 

John  Bergamo,  a  member  of  the  group,  composes  most 
of  the  music  they  play.  He  is  a  former  teacher  at  California 
Arts  and  the  oldest  member  of  the  group.  “It’s  significant 
to  note  that  if  the  music  is  not  composed  by  the  group,” 
said  Brough,  “it’s  composed  for  the  group,  exclusively.” 
Brough  added  that  all  music  performed  is  memorized 
because  they  also  compose  while  they  learn.  He  said  that 
on  the  average  it  takes  two  years  to  learn  a  new  piece. 

All  members  of  the  group  are  not  professional  musi¬ 
cians.  “They  are  a  social  club  that  just  happens  to  make 
music  in  the  process,”  said  Brough.  One  member,  Ed 
Mann,  has  a  rock  music  background  and  has  toured  with 
Frank  Zappa,  a  popular  contemporary  musician.  Another 
member,  Larry  Stein,  is  on  the  board  of  directors  for 


Young  Audiences.  For  this  reason  the  Repercussion  Unit 
does  many  concerts  for  children. 

According  to  Brough,  they  are  a  very  creative  perform¬ 
ing  ensemble  and  are  known  for  this  uniqueness.  They 
have,  for  example,  done  pieces  around  an  inflatable  sculp¬ 
ture  made  for  them  by  artist  Michael  Marks.  “It  looks  like 
a  long  aquamarine  snake  with  designs  on  it, ’’said  Brough. 
“They  are  not  afraid  to  do  anything  new.” 

They  have  also  won  an  award  for  “best  float”  in  a  Los 
Angeles  parade.  “They  are  not  your  normal  suit  and  tie 
kind  of  guys,  although  they  can  be  serious  at  times,”  said 
Brough. 

This  seriousness  is  brought  forth  in  their  professional¬ 
ism.  The  members  all  play  the  ensemble’s  extensive  series 
of  instruments  including  marimbas,  xylophones,  vibes, 
drums  from  around  the  world  and  electronic  synthesizers, 
according  to  a  press  release. 

This  knowledge  of  composition  and  percussion  tech¬ 
nique  has  students  anxious  to  see  them  perform.  Kevin 
Cope,  25,  majoring  in  percussion  music  education  from 
Coeur  d’  Alene,  Idaho,  and  a  member  of  the  BYU  percus¬ 
sion  ensemble,  said  he  is  excited  to  see  the  group  because 
“it  is  the  first  professional  percussion  enemble  I  have  ever 
seen.” 

Cope  added,  “I  want  to  watch  their  technique  and  the 
balance  and  phrasing  of  things.”  He  is  also  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  the  free  clinic  the  Repercussion  Unit  is  giving  on 
Saturday  to  all  those  interested  in  composing  or  percus¬ 
sion  skills.  A  limited  number  of  tickets  are  available  at  the 
music  ticket  office,  HFAC.

One  player  was  arrested  for  throw¬ 
ing  an  egg  at  a  non-union  replacement 
Thursday  as  trouble  on  NFL  picket 
lines  flared  again  with  bottle-throw¬ 
ing  and  window-smashing. 

While  insults  and  epithets  filled  the 
air  at  most  picket  lines  set  up  on  the 
third  day  of  the  strike  by  the  NFL 
Players  Association,  some  of  the 
striking  Los  Angeles  Rams,  Indiana¬ 
polis  Colts,  New  England  Patriots 
and  Philadelphia  Eagles  carried 
things  farther. 

Charles  Martin,  who  was  waived 
by  the  Green  Bay  Packers  earlier  this 
week  and  then  picked  up  by  the  Hous¬ 
ton  Oilers,  was  arrested  in  Green  Bay 
for  throwing  an  egg  at  a  car  that  ap¬ 
parently  belonged  to  a  replacement 
player. 

Sgt.  William  Parins  said  Martin,  a 
defensive  lineman,  was  taken  into 
custody  for  throwing  the  egg.  Martin 
said  it  was  an  accident  and  that  he  just 
dropped  the  egg,  Parins  said. 

Martin  was  charged  with  disor¬ 
derly  conduct  and  released  on  $99. 10 


bond,  according  to  Lt.  Larry  Gille  of 
the  Green  Bay  police  department. 

Last  season,  Martin  was  suspended 
for  two  games  by  NFL  Commissioner 
Pete  Rozelle  for  slamming  Chicago 
quarterback  Jim  McMahon  to  the 
turf. 

Meanwhile,  the  Rams  set  up  picket 
lines  for  the  first  time  Thursday  at 
Rams  Park. 

When  team  management  used  vans 
to  bring  28  non-union  players  to  the 
training  facility,  a  backseat  window  of 
one  of  the  vans  was  shattered,  send¬ 
ing  glass  into  the  vehicle  but  no  in¬ 
juries  were  reported. 

Robert  Cox,  a  second-year  tackle 
from  UCLA,  admitted  breaking  the 
window  but  claimed  he  didn’t  mean  to 
do  it. 

“It  was  an  accident;  we  were  just 
shaking  the  car,”  the  6- foot-5,  258- 
pound  Cox  said.  “Nobody’s  out  here 
to  do  anything  violent.” 

Cox  and  Duval  Love,  another 
tackle,  rushed  up  to  the  van  as  it 
crossed  through  the  picket  line. 

They  and  players  on  the  other  side 
of  the  vehicle  began  rocking  it,  and 


the  window  shattered,  spewing  glass 
onto  the  driveway  and  into  the  van. 

Samuel  Johnson,  a  free  agent  wide 
receiver  from  Prairie  View  A&M, 
was  sitting  next  to  the  window  and 
had  glass  fragments  sprayed  onto 
him. 

Following  the  incident,  another  of 
the  replacement  players,  who  would 
not  identify  himself,  said,  “I  hope 
they  stay  out  forever.” 

Rams  linebacker  Mel  Owens  said, 
“I’m  from  Detroit.  I  grew  up  with 
UAW  and  Teamsters.  It  gets  to  be  a 
pretty  ugly  business.  When  the 
Teamsters  went  on  strike,  people 
were  being  shot  on  the  highway.
